Au Old Letter oi Talleyrand. 

“Private Smith at the Philippines” is a 
book by a western journalist, which is 
finding many readers, and it contains the 
famous letter of Talleyrand, written Nov. 
25, 1782, in which that great statesman 
shows how foolish it would be for France 
to allow the American colonies to set up as 
an independent nation. Evidently Talley- 
rund was an imperialist of thekind familiar 
with us today, as he uses the sume argu- 
ments, and treats the mutter just us Roose- 
velt for instance, would treat the Philip- 
pine questiou. The Freuohumu writes: 

You have doubtless heard of the arrival 
of M. John Adums, who claims to be un 
envoy of the American people, but is, of 
course, a mere tool of that ambitious soldier 
of fortune, Washington. We un* tuuking 
history today, ami it will record tlie dis- 
graceful policy of tlie government in com- 
pletely abandoning French sovereignty in 
tlie American colonies, w rested by France 
from the grasp of England You will ask 
why the triumph of our army and navy, 
and not least of all our diplomacy, should 
have such u miseruble lesult. 

First, ims .m. Adams, who t<» it a hi tu- 
ner of a Cossack joins both rugtttd talents 
and “Yankee” shrewdness, appeals to 
French honor. He claims that M. de La- 
fayette assured the rebels t Hut ins majesty 
would allow them to establish their inde- 
pendence, not merely of Engluitd, out of ull 
governments such as me recognized among 
the enlightened nations, iiuoli un ttssui- 
unce would be quite characteristic of the 
(jmxotic marquis, but he neither uilirms 
nor denies making it, probably following 
some one’s advice. 

I lien lilt- envoi skilfully’*^ niches tlie 
chord of sentiment, especially when, umong 
his friends tlie disciples of Rousseau, lie 
quotes from the Declurutitm of indepen- 
dence Unit goverctneutb “derive their just 
powers from tlie consent of the governed." 
U Imt madness to pretend to govern with 
abstract ideas, rhetorical generalities and 
incomplete notions of equality! These 
sophist! ies are always on the lips of sub- 
verlers of social order. Culonne says that 
M. de l.afuyette considers elm airy a part 
oi tlie law ol nations, and we all know that 
such theories hold lirm possession of iiis 
wooden head. 

Hut M. Adams reaches the climax of im 
imdeucc in asserting that the rugged and 
hull-slut ved guerrillas under A'ushingtou, 
armed with rusty firelocks uud pitchforks, 
except u small nucleus equipped by our 
bounty, overcame the disciplined forces of 
Kuglami. While it seems to be true that 
tho Eugllsh (with u view, doubtless, to 


Au enthusiastic meeting of tlie Jefferson 
club was held Monday evening in Newton- 
ville, at which Mr. \V. II.

The Democratic party stands independ- 
ent ami united again for the grand princi- 
ples of JetTerson, who prayed for “friend- 
ship with all, entangling alliances with 
none”— principles which should be our 
daily political cathechism, the disregard of 
which will balie the existence of this 
republic. 

The Feeling' in the West. 

Capt. Edwin* C. Hennett writes in the 
Somerville Citizen, of a recent trip in the 
far West, and some passages in ii is letter 
are of general Interest, as follows:— 
Politically I found tlie people thoughtful 
and reticent, and temperate generally in ex- 
pressions of opinions when drawn out. In 
St. Louis there has been a consolidation of 
several German newspapers, under the 
lead of the WestHche Post, edited by Emil 
Pretorlus who opposes the policy of the 
president in tlie Philippines. This paper 
will wield a great influence, not only in 
Missouri, but also in southern Illinois and 
Iowa, and it is conceded, is in line with the 
German press generally, which almost 
unanimously opposed Hryan in 1896. 

There seems to be in tlie popular opinion 
no place for intolerance and abuse in this 
discussion. Tlie issues involved are grave, 
but the existence of tlie country is not at 
stake; no party or element monopolizes the 
patriotism of the people. The debate as 
conducted by President McKinley, Secre- 
tary Long, Senator Hoar, the incompara- 
ble, and Gov. Houtwell, has been upon n 
high plane worthy of the palmiest days of 
American oratory and statesmanship. 

Gov. Roosevelt is to*) bitter to be effec- 
tive, rouses too many antagonisms, and is 
vulnerable. 11 *) is undoubtedly brave ami 
capable, hut should let tlie people find it 
out without so much of his assistance. He 
acquitted himself nobly in two skirmishes, 
but Ims written and talked more concern- 
ing It is military career than did cither 
Julius ('ii sar or Napoleon Bonaparte about 
their campaigns, and tlie veterans are 
weary of his inordinate vanity and oracu- 
lar utterances. 

The best-posted politicians in tlie West 
are in doubt relative to the pending elec- 
tions; tlie silent voters will decide. Tito 
verdict will not be known until the polls 
are closed. It is not safe to bet on Ohio.

An Cue* pee teil Sensation Experi- 
ence! I»y Many I'ersnns. 

Matty persons who visit Niagara falls 
find nicy have a great desire to leap from 
various points on the several bridges or 
from one of the numerous points of ob* 
serration. For this reason, after once 
having experienced the fascinating sen- 
sation that coaxes them on to death in 
the deep and rapid running waters, they 
never go near any of the seductive points 
without being in company with some one 
who will guard them from harm as a re- 
sult of what perhaps might be termed by 
some their weakness. 

Many people who have visited Niagara 
have confessed that the waters of t lit* 
beautiful river hud a weird fascination 
for them while standing at places where 
death would lie easy by simply letting go 
one’s hold and slipping into the river, 
and people saved front suicide there 
have admitted that they knew no reason 
why they should end their lives, but the 
scene was so delightful that it coaxed 
them to seek the pence of death there. 

In other plaees than at Niagara the 
public comes in touch with folks who, 
when on an elevation, have a proneness 
to jump off. and for this reason they 
keep away from all sttelt danger points. 
An interesting explanation of this desire 
is that given some years ago by Pro- 
fessor Low of the army balloon corps, 
lie had frequently invited a newspaper 
correspondent to make an ascension with 
him, but each time the invitation was 
declined. 

Later he told the professor of the 
temptation lie had to jump from high 
places and that lie feared making an 
ascent. For this lie was laughed at, the 
professor stating that the reason people 
had such desires was that they were full 
of electricity; that the magnetic current 
in the earth was the attraction and that 
what he was standing on carried the 
current. lie also said that up in a bal- 
loon t lie continuity was cut off. Finally 
the man made an ascension and found 
that the desire to jump was not present. 
It is a curious statement.— Philadelphia 
Record. 


Ocean Gambling. 

Not many years ago gambling was car- 
ried on to sttelt an extent on board At- 
lantic liners, says Chambers’ Journal, as 
to call for prohibitive action on the part 
of the various companies concerned.

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THE BIBLE AND INDIVIDUAL CHRISTIAN 
LIFE. 

1IY RALPH J. IlAtTOlITON, PASTOR i:\ AN*

The follow Dir address was given nt tlm 
.Suffolk West Conference, held at Newton 
Highlands, Out. 1H: 

The subjeut which was given to me before 
the appearance of the prom am, is some* 
what different from that, which appears on 
the program, It may mean the same thing, 
but its wording Is so different that I wish 
to adhere to it, viz: “The lliblu amt I mil* 
vidual Christian Life.” it Is a Christian 
character that I shall deal with today, for 
I recognize the fact that a man may have a 
character which Is not Christian. It. is a 
Christian character that we shall think of 
tiiis afternoon, and the relation of the 
word of Clod to that character. in other 
words, a Christian anil his llible. it is the 
purpose of the Bible to create not only a 
character, hut a Christian character, not 
simply a man, hut a man of Cod. 

The Bible is limn beginning to end, from 
first to last, tin; rcoord <d a supernatural 
revelation made by Cod to men, ‘’the au* 
thoritatlve standard by which religious 
teaching and liuman conduct are to be 
regulated and judged!” it contains ail 
that is requisite for Christian faith, and 
life, and the attainment of heaven, at least 
that is the view of the Scriptures in the 
mind of Evangelical Christendom. The 
Bible is a hook which lias to do chiefly 
with the will of God for men, and it Is 
tlie doing of God’s will that is the business 
of the man or the woman, the boy or the 
uirl, who is a professed Christian. Old 
Thomas Carlyle voiced the truth, when 
one day he said, "The older I grow, and 
now I stand fin the brink of Eternity, t lie 
more comes back to me the sentence in the 
catechism which I learned as a child, and 
the fuller and deeper its meaning becomes, 
'wlmt is the chief end of man? Man's 
chief end is to glorify God, ami to enjoy 
Him forever!' " Let us hear the conclu- 
sion of the whole matter : "Fear God and 
keep His commandinents, for tiiis is the 
whole duty of man." 

Our llrst thought then is, •the Christian 
life is a life dominated by the will of God. 
How many of us have learned it? 

What an example our Lord was for us in 
tills, and how Ho constancy urged it upon 
the consciences of the people! The great 
purpose of Ills life never left Him. What 
was it? Go back to the doth Psalm, come 
with me to the 10th of Hebrews, "Then 
said I, Lo 1 come, (in the volume of the 
Book it is written of me), I delight to do 
Thy will O my God!” And from the very 
first record that we have of any spoken 
w ord of Christ when a boy twelve years 
old, when He said to His mother, "1 must 
be about My Father’s business,” right on, 
until the close, when upon the heights of 
Calvary, He said, ”It is finished, " that was 
His business, and His delight, to do the 
w ill of God. "My meat." He said, "is to 
do the will of Him that sent Me, and to 
finish Ills work." And whenoneday.it 
was told Him that 1 1 is mother and His 
brethren were seeking Him, He said, "Who 
is My mother? and who are My brethren? 
Whosoever shall do the w ill of God, the 
same is my brother, and my sister and my 
mother I” We might continue this thought, 
but time will not permit. 

Let me simply allude to Mis own utter* 
auce in His sermon on the mount: "Not 
every one that saitii unto Me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of heaven, but 
lie that doetli the will of My Father which 
is in heaven,” so that the question which 
is of most importance to every Christian, 
or should he is, "Am I doing the will of 
God?" But how can 1 do the will of God 
unless I know what it is; and how caul 
know what it is unless 1 study the Book 
which is the revelation of His will? 

Now . come to my own personal relation 
to the Book as a Christian. Now I approach 
the subject assigned to me, "The Bible and 
Individual Christian Life." 

It takes time to be a Christian. When in 
the thick of his campaigns with the Pope 
and the devil. Martin Luther said that he 
found he could not get along without two 
hours each day for private devotions But 
many of us do not feel such a need for we 
do not have any campaign with the Pope, 
nor do we have any with the devil, for it is 
u question whether there is a devil, and 
whether there be any sin. Isaac went out 
into tlie fields at eventide to meditate. But 
the majority of us find little time for rest, 
and less for meditation. And the great 
trouble witli many Christians is, that they 
spend so mach time with tlie world anil 
with worldly tilings, and beneath worldly 
influences, that they find no time scarcely 
to go alone with God to learn 1 1 is will for 
them, and indeed little desire, for the 
world has robbed them of it. 

It is told of Prof. Huxley that on one 
occasion when the British Scientific Asso- 
ciation met in Dublin, lie arrived rather 
late in the city. Fearing that he would 
miss tlie address of the president, lie 
rushed from tlie train to tlie station plat- 
form, jumped into a jaunting car. and said 
breathlessly, "Drive us fast as you can, I'm 
in a hurry!" Cabby whipped up his 
horses, and proved to be another Jehu. 
Suddenly it Hushed on tlie passenger, 
bouncing about tlie vehicle in a most un- 
dignified manner, to call to tlie driver, "Do 
you know where I want to go?” “No your 
’oner,” was Pat’s laughing rejoiner, "hut 
I’m driving just us fast as I know how!" 
It is tiie way that a good many of us ure 
going, going, lint not going anywhere in 
particular. We are all the while in a tre- 
mendous rush. We are so much with thu 
world that the world and worldly ways 
cling to us, and follow us right into tlie , 
Holy of Holies whenever we enter thereby. 
And yet, we wonder why so much of tlie 
world is inside the chuich, and inside our 
hearts. We need no longer wonder 
brethren. 

llow long .shall we keep on spending our 
lives in an atmosphere of worldliness, with 
u Sunday morning service thrown in when 
there is no indication of a shower, and 
wonder why we are spiritually so lean and 
infirm? How long shall we Keep on load- 
ing our tallies and our libraries witli news- 
papers and magazines and tlie latest fiction, 
and wonder why it is that we do not enjoy 
tlie Christian life better? Why it is simply 
the old fable of tlie horse fed on dimin- 
ished rations day by day, until lie died. 

He was almost educated up to the point 
of surviving on a single straw a day when 
tie inconsiderately died. What else could 
he do? lie couldn’t live; there was noth- 
ing he could live on. But O, it is a far 
more serious thing when it is a human soul 
that is experimented on. There is a mini- 
mum of spiritual food below which no in- 
dividual can safely go. 

There are numbers of Christian people 
wlio give one tlie impression of befog 
unled. Their bodies seem well fed, and 
certainly well clad, hut ah, what is going 
on in the regions of tlie soul? disintegra- 
tion and deeav and death. Hull the day 
long a man is so busy witli bonds, and 
speculations, and real estate, and tlie get- 
ting of a few dollars, and never thinks of 
Christ, how cun he become Christlike? If 
you think of money and tlie tilings nl tiiis 
w orld fill) times for the once you think of 
God, whul image is your soul likely to 
hour? Do you tell me it does not mutter 
whloh way tlie rudder swings so lung us 
the ship moves? But w hich wav are you 
moving? Is it towards God. or Is it uwuy 
from God ? It is important for the Chris- , 
tiau to find that out, and if there ure some 
tilings in your life which are swiugiug you 
uwuy from God, you hud better call a halt, 
uud in the presence of God, alone with 
Him, find out what is tlie matter. 

What is food for u body, is not food for a 
soul, as whut mukes excellent rood lor a 
little canary bird is no food for u horse. 
Dollurs and cents, bunk books umi specu- 
lations, newspapers and novels, dancing 
put ties uud whist clubs, Sunday pupei s and 
gadding, frolliuk iugfSunduy what kind 
or food is all tiiis for u soul, made to !o 
the w ill of God, uud to please Him iu ull 
tilings? These ure tlie things that cause 
the real powers of the soul to wither uud I 


decay. 1 have known a Christian mother 
to lie in her hummock all .Sunday after- 
noon and well on into the evening rending 
that curse ol the spiritual life, the Infernnl 
Sunday newspaper, and then I have seen 
earnestness pass away into coldness, and 
spirituality dwindle into worldliness. Our 
whole Christian life today is iu danger of 
being aw fully nmminoni/.cd.iind our Divine 
Lord inised tlie voice of warning when Ho 
said, “Ye cannot serve God and Mammon.” 
"A man’s life consistetli not in the abun- 
dance of the things which lie possesseth.” 
By the way that we here in America rush 
Hud hurry, saint nnd sinner alike, you 
would hardly believe that we think < liiist 
spoke the truth, when He uttered that 
word. 

'Hie trouble with the average Christian 
lile iu America today, Is not difficult to 
find. It can be found in tlie woildllness 
and unbelief that lie entrenched within 
tlie heart. More limn one minister, as lie 
Inis witnessed the utter w nrldliiiess of his 
people, has felt a necessity to preach a ser- 
mon to prove the existence of the soul. A 
sermon on llmt subject would not lie out of 
place iu man) a church. 

The flippant, lighthearted, irreverent 
attitude which is so often assumed in rela- 
tion to the great biblical facts of sin, atone- 
ment, death, eternity, judgment ami divine 
sovereignty is not conducive to the develop- 
ment of Chi istia.li character. Our Mastei \s 
kingdom in not of this world. And our 
Master has no jot nor part with the "de- 
clared doubt, and audacious rationalism, 
ami impudent irreverence, and unrestrained 
selfishness, ami fotmality in religion, ami 
the pruyeriessness and secularism” which 
are so characteristic of the closing days of 
the nineteenth century. NVorldliness* ami 
spirituality cannot agree. The lack of 
Christian earnestness today and tlie liming 
of tlie world within the heart of the 
church we may well deplore. Our God is 
our Father, but He is King as well, and 
our happiness and peace are insured only 
as we obey llis laws. 

Now having noticed quite hurriedly how 
our life becomes sordid, and materialized, 
let us pass on to observe how it may be- 
come more worthy of ourselves and more 
acceptable to God, having seen how "Llie 
inner life fails, let us see how it grows." 

Not so many mouths ago, Mr. Moody in 
tlie columns of uNew York religious paper 
said, "May I not give voice to the profound 
conviction tlmt the greatest need of the 
church of Christ today is tlie study of the 
Word of God. Everywhere I go, 1 am 
meeting with weak Christians, those who 
are “trying” to be saved; those who have 
uo assurance of salvation themselves and 
utterly powerless to reach those about 
them who arc without God and without 
hope in tlie world, and that bccuuse they 
are not grounded and settled in the truth; 
and then he went on to say, "Do we not 
need to be reminded ol Paul’s farewell 
message to the Ephesian Elders, "1 com- 
mend you to God and to the word of His 
grace, which is able to build you up, umi 
give you an inheritance among all them 
that are sanctified. ” No doubt we do "De- 
sire tlie sincere milk of tlie word,” says 
Peter. What for? "That ye may grow 
there by." There is tlie relation ot the 
Bible to personal individual Christian life, 
but tlie pity of it is, as our sainted Phillips 
Brooks jiut it, "Religious people read their 
superficial books ot religious sentiment, 
but do not meet face to face the strong, ex- 
acting, masculine pages of their Bibles.” 
"All Scripture,” says Paul in his letter to 
Timothy, "All scripture is given by in 
splratiou of God." Yes but wlmt else? 
Wlmt is it given for? "That the man of 
God may be complete, furnished completely 
unto every good work." "Receive with 
meekness the implanted word,” suys 
James, "which is uble to save your souls." 
"Save,” mark you, not merely to comfort 
and enlighten, uud quicken, but to save. 
All tiiis is iu liurnioiiy with tlie words 
which conclude tlie 20th chupter ol sxt. 
John’s precious gospel, "These are writ- 
ten that ye may believe that Jesus is tlie 
Christ, the Son of God, ami tlmt believing 
ye may have life through His name." 

Now I do not think tlmt 1 need qu ite 
any lurther to show from tlie word itself 
wlmt its purpose is, which we have seen, is 
to "build up,” to make tlie man of God a 
"complete man,” to save his soul, to give 
him tlie knowledge of eternal life. 

A little girl when writing her geography 
lesson one day, said, "The Arctic Ocean is 
used principally for purposes of explora- 
tion." But that is not tlie design of the 
Book ut all. It is u Book to believe iu. it 
is a book to live by. It is a book to die by. 
It is not to be handled us a hand book of 
science, or of controversial history or 
theology, but as the classics of tlie som. 
Its practical aim is the bmhiiug up of 
Christian clmructer. When we come to it 
for tlie moral and spiritual blessings that 
it gives to our own heart, and use it for tlie 
nourishment of our own moral ami spiritu- 
al life, then inuny of the difficulties which 
now trouble us about the Bible will vanish. 
The more wo live upon its words, ami tlie 
more we live out its words, tlie more as- 
sured we shull be llmt God is speaking to 
us. 

So many Christians feel certain of so 
little. No wonder when you look at tlie 
little faith they have in unseen things. 
This is the victory that overcometli this 
world. Even our faith. Ah! me, it is uo 
wonder tlmt so many of u& find ourselves 
unable to overcome the world, tlie flesh 
and the devil. Only look at our faith. No 
man can niuke another believe if lie only 
bull believes himself. .No man can lilt 
other men on tlie rock unless ins own feet 
are there. No man can work conviction 
in his fellow men unless conviction 1ms 
swept hesitation out of his own mind, uud 
cleansed his own heart of doubt. It is high 
Lme to cease pleaching tlmt it does not 
matter wlmt u man believes so long as he 
lives right. It does matter wlmt a man be- 
lieves. it bis fuiili is not right how can 
his life be right? NVimt we want to be 
sure of is that this Book is tlie word of 
God, and that our Christ is the only possi- 
ble Saviour for tiiis world, umi then wo 
shall find ourselves swept on uud on by 
Hits conviction, for then wc shall have 
something in our hearts with which to 
overcome the world, and tlmt something 
will be ‘our faith.’ ” 

But tiiis laitli must live on something. It 
needs food, and tiiis food i.* the word of 
God. Food on tlie tublc will do me no goon. 
It must be eaten and digested ami assimi- 
lated to benefit me, and so with food for 
tlie soul. 

You remember how our Lord iu His 
beautiful parable, described the sower as 
ho goes forth to sow, uud the seed, lie 
paused to say, is tlie won! of God. .Nome 
ot it tails by the wayside, and some of it 
on tlie ground wheie there was only a thin 
layer ot soil over the rock, and some fell 
on tlie ground where thorns uud briars 
were so thick tlmt they crushed out its 
light, and some fell on ground w here it lm<l 
sufficient soil to mature. 

These represent different characters of 
men uud women. There are people who 
hear tin* word (but in passing by), and tlie 
w ord gets uo admission to the heart There 
are people who hear with enthusiasm, but 
do not receive the 1 1 nth into Hie inner 
depths of their lile, umi have no power to 
endure There ure the worldly, and O 
how many of these), who want to he reli- 
gious, but their religion gets crowded out 
by the cures of this world, uud the pleasures 
and lusts of man) things, uud by the de- 
ceil I illness of riches. And, thank God, 
there are those who, huving heard Hie 
word witli liouest umi good hearts, keep it, 
am) bring forth fruit with patience. These 
ure they who "receive with meekness the 
implanted word which is able to save their 
souls. 

it is to the uiuu who listens, who tukes 
time to hour the voice of God iu tlie inner 
chamber of his own heart, tlmt tlie word 
addresses itself uud becomes a living word. 
Let us stop reudiug ubout tlie Bible uud 
read Hie Bible. Let us see tlmt it is a lump 
to our feet uud u light to our put li The 
exhortution of the apostle to "examine our- 
selves whether we tie iu the faith” wus 
never more needed thuu today. And it be- 
comes u vital question whether iu your ow n 
inner life there is tlmt tranquility, thut 
stillness, that attention, that reverence 
tlmt make it possible for you to listen to, I 


and welcome the Implanted word which is 
able to save your soul, for only iu these 
conditions (hi I believe the word can be- 
come the seed and power of a new life. 

If we find tlmt tiiis world iscounncin 
upon us with so much force and power, 
that we have no time for this, let u* stop 
light where we are, and tell the world that 
It must stop Its Inroads upon our hem Is. or 
we will stop them, ami most of us will find 
that we shall have to do the stopping with 
a tremendous will power, assisted by God’s 
grace, 

And when we come to this Book we 
shull find ourselves face to face with a 
Book which brings us into the pretence of 
God. it sends Its clear light right into our 
inmost souls. It shows us, and makes us 
feel what sin is. It reveals to us (when we 
are in such a mood), where the secret sin 
Is hiding Itsell in our heart, and It says, 
"God can’t approve of that.” ”11 you 
hold on to tlmt, you must let go of God.” 
Why. there Is no Hook like it to reveal a 
man to Himself. There is no Book like it 
to show a man the sinfulness of sin. There 
is uo Book like it. to bring a man into sym- 
pathy with tne eternal and unseen things, 
and show him his ow n condition in tlie 
light of the countenance of God, and w hen 
w e approach it let us not forget that its 
aim is to make us not simply well rounded 
men and women, but men and women of 
God. 

Let me show you from the experience of 
one Christian woman how many treat their 
Bibles. A Christian woman said to her 
pastor, "My life is a disgrace to Jesus 
Christ.” I don’t understand u hy it is. "Do 
you study your Bible every day?” "0 uo," 
she answered, "but I study it occasionally, 
when I have time." 

A baby was lying in a carriage near by, 
and tlie minister said, "Now suppose tlmt 
you should feed that child once iu two 
hours today, and once iu six hours to- 
morrow, then, let it go without eating for 
two or three days, (you were so busy), and 
then go back ami feed it once in two hours 
.next (lay, and keep up that process Do 
you think tlie child would grow?" "Why 
no, "she said, "I think it would die." "And 
yet, that is just the way you are treating 
your own soul. Today you study tlie Bible 
an hour, to-morrow lit teen minutes, and 
then you do not study it fora whole week." 
Is not that tin' condition of many Chris- 
tians in our churches? May it not be the 
condition of some of us right here in this 
conference? •• Imt is tlie use of a Chris- 
tian profession without tlie. Christian ex- 
perience? 

What good is tlie name on the church 
Book if it is no where to be found in the 
Lamb’s Book of Life? Wlmt is tlie use of 
tlie form of godliness if we know nothing 
of its power? Wlmt is tlie use of a name 
to live if we are dead? Let us as we go 
from this conference give ourselves to tiie 
searching of the Scriptures. Let us make 
tlie Bible tlie supreme Book. Let us not 
be content to accept what other men say 
and think and write about tlie Bible. Wlmt 
we want is no second-hand knowledge of 
its messages, we must be personally ac- 
quainted with its contents. We must lieur 
it speak to our hearts. We must accustom 
ourselves to go to it as a Book of God’s 
words. And tlie experience which the two 
disciples had on their way to Emmans 
shall tie ours, when they said. "Did not our 
heart burn within us while lie talked with 
us by the way, and while He opened unto 
us tlie Scriptures." 

“O precious, holy Hook of God, 

There are no words like mine. 

Tlie tones that angels bend to hear, 

Hreatlic through these lines Divine, 

And, come, with love’s own melody. 

From tlie King’s heart, to mine."

AUBURN STREET HEARING. 

A representative company of Auburndale 
residents gathered in the aldennauic cham- 
ber and were ready to be heard on the peti- 
tion of citizens that the Wellesley A Bos- 
ton Street Railway Company he grunted a 
locatipn on Auburn street from Washing- 
ton street. West Newton, to Riverside. 

Mr. Farley— it is uu apparent fact ut the 
present time, th.it every muin village in the 
city of Newton bus for its main street, u 
wide attractive thoroughfare, ami one that 
is u feature of the tow u as well as the vil- 
lage itself. These streets have been built 
h> u large expenditure of public money. It 
is also true llmt every mum village of this 
city is approached hj a thoroughfare from 
its adjacent vidages, that is attractive, 
w id . and a credit to the city 
I’M' is not true of Auburndale, for Au 
bui nd rle has not >et a wide thoroughfare, 
h\ v. nieh i' can be approached from other 
villages. We take advantage of the fact 
that a petition is before you for a railway 
into Auburndale. 1 feel that it is no more 
than just (hut Auburndale should ask for, 
aud have, what the other wards have had. 
Auburn sire* l, through which this railway 
is p» titiom d for, i - uu old street in the 
ctn tie of the village, and only enough 


money lias been spent upon it to keep it in 
ordiuury repair, it is so old now, that the 
trees make it over-shaded, and it is a dark 
and dismal thoroughfare. We Delieve that 
Auburn street should be widened in a 
thorough and comprehensive manner once 
lor all. Something lias been said about the 
loss ot trees on that street as a result ol the 
street widening. In the first place, there 
are altogether too muny trees ou thutstreet, 
and it is necessary to have some cut out. 
If the widening could bo made ou the north 
side, which i> the most natural one, tne 
trees could then be lett on the south side, 
to shade tlie street from the direct rays of 
the mn. 

For many years, Auburndale has had 
very little in the way of general public 
improvement in the street line, with the 
exception of Commonwealth avenue, 
which, by the ivaj , w as not placed where 
most of the people »I Auburndale wished 
it. We believe this is a wmk that should 
be done, to bring Auburndale into direct 
communication with the other villages, it 
is a very roundabout route at present to 
reach Auburndale from West Newton, aud 
it is uecessary to change cars at the corner 
of Washington street and Commonwealth 
avenue, if you come from West New ton to 
Auburndale, or go by the way of Lexington 
street, which usually necessitates a long 
w ait at the corner of River street. 

Alderman White— About what would bo 
the cost of tins work? 

Mr. Farley— i have not the remotest idea. 

J thought the city engineer would draw 
tins out. 

Mr. Farley then introduced Mr. Hardy, 
chairman ot the Auburndale improvement 
.Society, in the absence of its chuirntun, 
Mr. George M. Fiske. 

Mr Hardy— There is one point which 1 
think could he mentioned in addition to 
what has been said, that there is consider- 
able portion of the people of Auburndale 
who are dependent on some means of loco- 
motion. i speak especially of those who 
attend tiie Catholic church. There is no 
means by which these people can get to 
church, except to walk. it is the only 
street ior a muin thoroughfare.

Ju u postal received from tiie 
chairman, 31r. George M. Flake, he says

• u to t i> that be eutei - heal ti 
ly into this matter. 31r. Frederick John- 
son was theii introduced by Mr. Farley, 
and said : 

“J am as deeply interested in this end of 
the village us anyone who has spoken, i 
think, and 1 hope that your hoard will look 
favorably upon this petitiou." 

Mr. A dienden then stated that he had 
been a resident of Auburndale lor many 
| years, and he could say that there was no 
l direct route from Auburndale to the other 
part* ot Newton, and that Auburn street 
should be widened and a street railway 
; laid in that street. 

Mr. Charles Brown then spoke briefly in 
j behalt ol having a railway constructed 
through Auburn street. He said they were 
| very much in earnest in asking for this, 
, and hoped they would not be kept waitiug 
two, three or more years lor it. 

Mr- Wm. T. Farley Uien said that tiie 
w ideuing should be made ou the north 
side, a» it would be less expensive thuu ou 
I the south side, as there are so many vacant 
I lots on the north side, baid that the church 
i w ould be w tiling to give the laud necessary 
j lor the w ideuing, on condition that the city 
I would make the alterations which would 
• be necessary. 


Mr. Henry E. Bothfeld then spoke briefly 
of tiie need of u more direct line of street 
railway to Auburndale, and told how much 
tiie railways now in operation had done for 
the city, towards suving expense, as 
another High school would probably have 
been necessary on the south side of the 
city, if it had not been for the five cent fare 
on tiie street railways. 

Mr. Farley then emphasized three facts: 
1st -The benefit it would he to High school 
children going from Riverside and Auburn- 
dale; 2d— The convenience for people liv- 
ing in Newton and New touville, etc., get- 
ting to the Boat Club and the recreation 
grounds, and 3d— The convenience it would 
be for the people of Auburndale in getting 
to the Newton Club, Masonic Nall, aud 
other places in various parts of ihe city. 

President Knowlton asked if there were 
any remonstrances, and Mr. Win. II. Mague 
stated that he desired to remonstrate 
against tiie railway going through Auburn 
street, unless the tracks were placed in the 
centre of the street, and he desired to he 
given a hearing befoie the railway commit- 
tee before this location is given. 

Mr. Henry A. lluzeu then statrd that the 
village was well accommodated at the pres- 
ent tune aud did not require a railway in 
this street. it would also be a great ex- 
pense to tiie city, and to him it seemed an 
unnecessary one. 

Mr. Southgate then stated that if the cars 
on Commonwealth avenue could be run as 
often during the w inter as they are in the 
summer, and made to stop at each stopping 
place, that Auburndale would be much 
better accommodated than at present. 

The hearing was then closed. 

COMMUNICATIONS ANI) PETITIONS. 

Communications and reports were then 
received from city officers, and a request 
was received to hold the caucuses on Mon- 
day evening, Nov. 20th, and the City Clerk 
was instructed to comply with the several 
conditions. 

Alderman Whittlesey then presented a 
petition relative to Highland street exten- 
sion. 

Also petition for concrete sidewalks from 
Valentine street to Berkeley street. These 
petitions were referred to the highway 
committee 

Alderman Warren then presented three 
petitions for street lights, ami asked that 
hearings he called for Nov. loth, at 7.45. 

Alderman Dana then presented a petition 
from tiie Auburndale improvement Socie- 
ty requesting the city government to make 
such appropriation as would be satisfactory 
to remove tiie nuisance on Grove street; 
also recommending the extension of the 
public sewer in Grove street, aud request- 
ing that Grove street be re-surfaced its en- 
tire length. 

Referred to sewer committee. 

A petition was received asking that drain 
and sewer he removed from lami of Fred- 
erick Johnson in Auburudule, and this was 
referred to the sewer committee, by Alder- 
man Dana. 

Alderman White presented a petition for 
a concrete sidewalk, and it was referred to 
the committee ou highways, without read- 
ing. 

Alderman Lothrop presented petition of 
Mr. Brady, for tiansfer of licenses for pub- 
lic carriages, aud moved that it he granted 
without reading. 'The license was tube 
transferred to 11. A. Boaworth. 

A petition was received from John C. 
Burthelmes, et ah, for plunk sidewalk on 
1 /angley road, Boylston street, and Jackson 
street 

Alderman Bally— I wish to say that it is 
where there is no sidewalk at the present 
time, and it is a continuation of tiie present 
sidewulk. The petition usks for a plank 
walk, but they will be satisfied with u 
gravel walk i think. J think this is very 
necessary, and I am going to ask the board 
to grant it without reference. 

It was then moved tiiat this be referred 
to the street commissioner, with the re- 
quest that it be granted, and tliut it be left 
to the discretion of the Mayor and Mr. 
Ross, whether it be built of plank or 
gravel. 

The communication of Mury Desmond 
relutive to damages caused to her laud by 
tiie construction of a brook drain on insti- 
tution Hill, Newton Centre, was referred 
to the proper committee. 

The petition for the widening of Auburn 
street was referred to the sheet railway 
and highway committee for joint considera- 
tion.

'Tiie finance committee reported relutive 
to estimate of receipts ami expenditures for 
LIMN); recommending appropriation of $5Uti 
for expert accountant on treasurer’s books; 
recommending transfer of $2500 from treas- 
ury receipts to appropriation for poor out 
of almshouse; recommending leave to with- 
draw ou petitiou of call men, lire depart- 
ment, for Increase of pay.

The committeuou sewers reported recom- 
mending sewer construction in Hammond 
stieet.hud Woodman estate, Ward 0, aud in 
Moutvale Crcseeut, Ward six. 


An order granting tiie school board a 
hearing on its petition for additional land 
to be added to the Williams school site, 
was adopted. 

An order appropriating $250 for the se- 
lection of plans for a new tire station for 
hose (> at Newton Lower Falls was referred 
to tiie public property committee. It was 
explained by Alderman Lyman that the 
abolition iof the present building, made 
necessary by the improvements being done 
under the direction of the Metropolitan 
park commission, compelled tiie erection 
of a new building. 

it was also ordered that Dec. 12th should 
i be the date for the municipal election. 

These orders were also adopted: appro- 
priating §150 for s itt'ement of certain 
; claims; making sidewalk assessments on 
Hollis street, Ward 7; relative to laying 
out etc. of Court street, Ward 2; assigning

, street, Ward <i; Lake avenue, Ward 0, 
and Rice street, Ward 5: transferring 
82,700 from any unexpended accounts to 
poor out of Almshouse and appropriating 
i 8500 lor examination of treasurer’s books 
; by expert accountant. 

THE BUDGET FOR 1900. 

There were 18 members present to oon- 
[ siner this important document Messrs. 
Fisher, Norris and h y being absent. 

in the beginning the totul of the budget 
was 8l, 100, 943 02 (that is according to tiie 
linano: committee’s report) and the esti- 
mated receipts for ’00 were $285,000. After 
throe hours of discussion and action, large- 
ly discussion, however, the ligures of the 
budget were $1,094,708 02 and those of the 
estimated receipts were $282,500. 

A decrease is apparent aud how it was 
readied can be understood by the follow- 
ing brief story of what happened to the 
budget in tiie hands of tiie board. 

Alderman Whittlesey delivered as his 
opening address, a dise nation on economy, 
lie scolded the board for its extravagance 
and stated that tiie city would not be iitmn- 
dally prosperous until tiie hoard stopped 
expending money which it did not have. 

lie thought the entire amount would be 
wisely cut down at least $50,000. lie re- 
ferred to tiie free-handed and generous 
manner which appropriations ami expen- 
ditures were made, saying they were di- 
rectly in opposition to Ills views. 

The following judicious cuts were rec- 
ommended by him: highway department 
$32,000. police $10,000, assessors $2,0u0, 
auditor $1,000. engineer $3,000. convey- 
ance of pupils $350 ami the balance should 
come from the school department ami the 
$50,000 would be complete. 

Alderman Whittlesey then moved that 
all salaries over $1500 he reduced 10 per 
cent. This motion, though seconded by 
Alderman Morton, was not carried. 

A member of the linunce committee had 
to explain the necessity of appropriating 
$700 for the assessor's block system before 
that item was allowed to pass. 

Alderman Whittlesey said that tiie 
amount of $2,000 covering the salaries of 
seven assistant assessors c >ul<l he stricken 
out, and tiie services of these men he dis- 
pensed with. His motion was seconded 
by Alderman Morton, hut was lost. The 
original figures for the assessors depart 
meat remained as recommended by the 
finance committee— $12,700. 

Although the Ward 3 member thought 
$1uim> should be taken from the auditing 
department, this remained as at first $2,900. 

Alderman Mot ton look up the theme of 
extravagance. lie wanted $500 taken oil - 
the $4,500 appropriated for the board of 
printing aud stationary, hut it wasn’t. 

When the appropriation lor tiie charity 
department came up there whs anxious in- 
quiry as to the cause of the $2,000 increase 
over the mayor’s ligures. 

Alderman Nagle explained that the city 
had had an unusually large number of iii- 
suue patients to care lor and that the num- 
ber was steadily increasing. 

Alderman Whittlesey desired to know 
if tiie increase in insanity cases was due to 
tiie liigii tuxes. 

Alderman Nugle suggested that long ses- 
sions of the hoard of alder 'men were purt- 
i ly responsible. 

The appropriation for the charity depart 
meat remained as t< commended In the 
! flounce committee $24,650. 

lo the city clerk’s department $7,ooo was 
recommended both b) the mayor and fi 
nance committee. Inis umnuul was not 
changed. 

Under the head of city messenger’s de- 
partment was the item of $7oofur carriages 
ior the uldei mcii 

Alderman Dana suggested giving each 
4 alderman $25, that it might be expended 
' according to the wishes of th e alderman. 

Opposed to this were Aldermen Daily 
and Weeks, home members, they thought, 
could olten walk home while others who 
were forced lo ride by long distances, 
migbt soon expend more than Hie $25 

It was dually voted to wipe out the ap- 
propriation altogether aud provide lor this 
feature out of a separate account.

The action Is taken 
with the understanding that the residents 
of that plane subscribe hii eipial amount. 
The sum of $l.ooo is also piovidod for the 
new Auburudalc branch. The aggregate 
figures are $10,800. 

Tlie police department figures as recom- 
mended by both tlie mayor and finance 
committee were $71,023. 

Alderman Whittlesey moved that this 
amount be reduced $m,ooo. He believed in 
the reduction on general principles. He 
also moved that, ail salaries in tills depart- 
ment over 81300 be reduced 10 per cent. Hu 
did not state that the salary of the chief of 
police was tin* only one to which this rule 
could apply. Doth motions were seconded 
by Alderman Morton and both were lost. 

The finance committee’s report recom- 
mended cutting down the appropriation of 
the public buildings department from 
$22,800 to $10,500. The former were tlie 
mayor’s figures. Tlie committee’s recom- 
mendation was adopted. 

The amount for the registrars of voters, 
$isoo, was allowed to remain. 

In the long list of salaries there were but 
two changes. These were increases favored 
l»y the finance committee. They were: 
Engineer of court house from $000 to $1,080 
and assistant'engineer of court house from 
$720 to $ 810 . 

The salary of the mayor’s assistant was 
reduced from $1000 to $780. The aggre- 
gate of tlie budget was, according to tlie 
committee 831,414, and these figures were 
adopted. 

From this point everything was plain 
sailing until tlie street department was 
reached. Commissioner Ross’ salary pro- 
voked no little discussion, 

Alderman Whittlesey reviewed the en- 
tire subject ever since tlie arrangement had 
been effected by Mayor Cobb, with Mr. 
Ross and tlie city. He did not aproved of 
an oflicial giving part of his time to tlie city 
and part to some employment. 

These in substance were Alderman 
White’s views, though lie said tlie proper 
plan was for the city to take all it could get 
of Mr. Ross’ time. 

Alderman Warren-moved that tlie salary 
of tlie street commissioner be placed at 
$3750. 

Alderman Chesley spoke of the value of 
Mr. Ross’ services, and said lie understood 
that tlie street commissioner gave but little 
time, this part of the year, to the state 
commission. Mr. Chesley said further, 
that as the state was soon to construct a 
highway between Upper Falls ami Dover, 
the services of Mr. Ross in both offices 
would be invaluable to the city of Newton. 

Alderman Daily fell that the board should 
abide by the recommendation of the mayor 
as his honor had much to do with Mr. Ross 
and was tlie best judge of tlie wisest ar- 
rangement. 

The mayor wa< called upon and said that 
though he hud advocated that the present 
arrangement be continued, he felt the city 
needed all of Mr. Ross’ time. Further tlie 
mayor explained that Mr. Ross would prob- 
ably retire from the state highway commis- 
sion in July, and would after that time be 
prepared to devote his entire time to tlie 
cit,

The above pxouisite poem whs printed in 
I an English magazine last summer. The 
I writer’s name is not recalled, in some re- 
spects it is strikingly original. It is worthy 
of preservation, for it may, in some time of 
weariness and discouragement help to 
lighten the sad heart, and show that even 
hereon eartli in humble tasks we may he 
doing God's will even as they do it who are 
in heaven. After ail, God’s service does 
not consist in doing some great things, but 
in doing all things for Him. Wluit is given 
us to do now, tlie little tasks, tiie common- 
place duties, these are what lie requires now. 
If we do them well, as best we can. He 
accepts them. After a while we may have 
infinitely greater tasks, but it is not tiie 
greatness of tlie task that indicates true 
and laudable service. It is tlie spirit we 
carry into any task. A holy angel may serve 
Him acceptably in heaven, hut the lowliest 
child may serve Him acceptably on earth. 

Tho Oneida Indians in Wisconsin are 
nearly all connected with some branch of 
tlie church. It is their custom to speak of 
the Indians who go to church as "Chris- 
tians” and of those who do not go as 
“Pagans.” If this is a correct classifica- 
tion there, is it correct everywhere? Is it 
so in Newton? 

It is a great thing to sny of a man that 
lie was so faithful to his church as to plan 
ills business and his recreations in such 
way tlmt nothing could keep him away 
from his place when Sunday came. The 
people grew accustomed to seeing him 
Ills devotion meant something. If lie was 
absent from li is post every one knew lie 
was sick, or far away from home. Con- 
trast. such fidelity with the conduct of 
many who are occasional visitors rather 
than regular attendants, and who will give 
up the most important religious duties for 
the most trilling reasons. We do not need 
an outpouring of great gifts so much as we 
need an increase of fidelity.

“Alpha” and “Omega” carved on a stone 
in front. They mean tlie beginning and the 
ending, and set forth tlie divinity of Christ, 
who is from eternity to all eternity.

If those two men had only- 
been muzzled, the majority for Crane 
throughout the state would have been much 
1 irger, as the platform made a way of 
escape for conscientious voters. 

Caucuses are called lor the city election 
and also to determine if Newton Republi- 
cans will accept the provisions of the new 
caucus act. We should say that there 
could be no objections to applying this act 
to Newton, as it would do away with any 
possible parlor caucus nominations 
and give the voters a fair chance to 
record their wishes as to the men to be 
selected to represent them. There has in 
former years been a good deal of complaint 
in Newton that the people had no influ- 
ence in the nomination of candidates, that 
they were selected by a small clique to suit 
their own purposes and the men or combi- 
nations for whom they were working, and 
there was some truth in these complaints. 
Tbj* new act seems to offer a remedy for 
this and makes it possible lor the voters to 
record their wishes, and gives them some 
power in the matter. With the great Re- 
paid. can majority that exists here a noiul- 
i-niuion is equivalent to an election, and this I 
mal.es it of especial importance that the 
nominations shall have every possible safe* 
guard placed around them.

THE AUSTRALIAN CAUCUS SYSTEM. 


To the Editor of the Ghamuc : — 

Republican caucuses will be held on 
Wednesday, Nov. 10th, to determine by- 
ballot whether or not the Australian Cau- 
cus Act shall be adopted by the Republican 
party in the city of Newton. In view of 
the importance of this question and the 
fuct that the voters have had little or no 
opportunity to examine the details and 
workings of this act, I have been asked to 
set forth its advantages, that the public 
may be informed thereon before voting. 
The legislature has provided two caucus 
systems. The first, the system in use iu 
Newton ; tiie second, the Australian caucus 
system, and under one of these two systems 
all caucuses must he held. 

TIIE AUSTRALIAN CAUCUS SYSTEM. 

The distinctive features of this system 
are: First— Candidates and delegates to tie 
voted for at the caucus must tile nomina- 
tions iu sealed envelopes with the secretary 
of the city committee in advance oi tiie 
caucus. 

They must assent in writing to their 
nomination, which must be endorsed by at 
least live voters, members of the party 
holdiug ttie caucus. 

Against tiie name of each candidate or 
delegate there may be added in not more 
than eight (S) words the public measures, 
or persons favored or opposed or not com- 
mitted. At least ten (10; days before the 
caucus, the sealed envelopes shall be pub- 
licly opened and read. The candidates and 
delegates may within two (2) days there- 
after withdraw their nomination if they 
desire. 

The ward committee shall then complete 
the ballot by selecting candidates and dele- 
gates and filing nomination papers there- 
for to till ali vacancies. A list of candi- 
dates and delegates to be balloted for iu 
each ward shall tie delivered at least seven 
< 7 ) days before the caucus, to the city clerk, 
who shall print and deliver colored speci- 
men ballots to lie posted in advance of the 
caucus, also tiie official ballots which shall 
contain blank spaces equal in number to 
the printed names thereon. 

The caucus room shall be fitted with tiie 
rail, booths and registering ballot box used 
on election day. and the ballots shall be 
marked us in election. 

The polls may be opened in the after- 
noon, say ut I o'clock, and shall close not 
earlier than *.3<) o'clock in the evening, in 
, order to give all voters an opportunity to 
| participate in tlii.- most important part of 
their political duty. Experience has 
shown that under this system more votes 
| are often cast iu caucus for nominations 
than are cast in tiie succeeding election. 

CAUCUS OFFICERS. 

The caucus shall be presided over by a 
i warden, u secretary and live (5) inspectors, 
wtio shall be elected annually by the can- 
i cih and sworn to tiie faithful discharge of 
’ their duty. These officers, fully under- 
standing the duties of their office and the 
penalties imposed by law, can correctly 
and impartially administer the same. 

This system does not curtail the rights 
of any man or body of men, but it does 
prevent so called cut und dried work, and 
the springing upon the caucus at its open- 
ing ho r printed ballots containing uu- 
authorized names of persons whose pur- 
pose, if elected, is unknown; some of 
whom cannot or will not serve, but who 
must resign their credentials into the hands 
of interested persons to use in convention. 

The legislature, ufter careful delibera- 
tion, enacted the Australian caucus law, 
making it as free from complications *us 
was possible to secure nominations repre- 
senting tiie will of tiie people. Tills sys- \ 
tern, when properly carried out, gives uni- j 
verbal satisfaction to the voters. 

OBJECTIONS RAISED TO THE AUSTRALIAN | 
CAUCUS SYSTEM, 

First Objection -“Too great oost.” The 
city pay* tor printing the nomination 
papers and the official ballots, also for put- 
1 1 ti g up and removing the rail, booths und 
ballot ie»x. This i» ull the extra cost the 
city mu.'; put, and is a small sum when 
compared with the benefits accruing. The 
city pays this cost iu elections, und as cau- 
cuses area necessary precedent to elections, 
there seems no good reason why the city 
should not pay this caucus cost also. The 
warden, secretary uud inspectors like the 
ward committee serve witiiout compensa- 
tion. 

The cost to the citizens is pructically the 
same us under the present system, except 
for priuting ballots, to be paid for by tiie 
city. 

•Second .Objection- “Too much Machin- 
ery," The machinery employed bus been 
fully stated ami there is only enough to ac- 
complish desired results. 

Under this machinery nominations can- 
not he controlled so easily us under the 
pit-s. -nt system, which some may object to, 
but that is the icason the legislature iu the 
Intel est ot pure nominations, enacted tills 
law. und to meet ull objections provided 
tliut any tow u or city <oxc -pt Uoslom, utter 
using the system one year, by a majority 
vote iu caucus • ailed for that purpose, 
might return to tiie old system. 

Not a year passes tliut complaint is not 
made against the present caucus system. 
The contests iu Ward 5 Republican caucus 
of last year, and iu Wurd 1 ami 5 caucuses 


tills year, also the nomination made by the 
Democrats this year, whose legality has 
been questioned, would have been impossi- 
ble under the Australian system. 

Think of a certificate of nomination from 
the city ot Newton, tiled with the secre- 
tary of state declaring “that a convention 
ot delegates, who were elected in caucus, 
called and held in accordance with the re 
qiiireuients of law, representing the Demo- 
crat io party, was held October 12th, and 
the following nomination <d candidate for 
representative w as made, etc when the 
tacts are that the call for the Democratic 
caucuses did not provide foi electing dele- 
gates t«t a Representative t'onvent ion, and 
no such delegates wore elected by the cau- 
cus. By what authority, then, was a certifi- 
cate of nmn, nation signed ami sworn to liy i 
the chairman and secretary of the so called 
Democratic Representative Convention ! 
tiled with the secretary of state as a regular 
Democratic nomination. 

If, miner the present caucus system, such 
irteguhu proceedings can take place, is it 
m»t tiie.- a new system was adopted that 
will place reason. ilile safeguards around 
our caucuses and conventions sm that nomi- 
nations may be mu le in order and without 
question The acceptance of the Australian 
Caucus Act by the people is the first step 
towards accomplishing this much need, d 
reform. 

'Third ( (ejection --’‘Newton. is too small a 
city to need it." Melrose, the youngest • 
city in the Commonwealth, with one-third ; 
the population ot Newton, has just adopt- 
ed this act; Waltham, Watertown, Cam-

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Interesting Experiment In Kite Fiyinp 
at Newtonvllle. 

Mr. C. Hadley Kinder of Boston, but | 
formerly of Newtonvllle, who possesses 1 
four of the famous Ivldy kites, and who Is | 
making a study of scientific kite flying, de- 
scribes for the Gnathic an interesting ex- i 
periment which he made at Newtonvllle, ; 
Thursday of last week. 

“Thursday last, was a model day" says 
Mr. Kinder, amt on that day 1 went to 
Newtonvllle where I learned some valuable ( 
information regarding kite-flying. 

•The Kddy kites, you know, are made 
principally of wood though part is eon- ] 
struct ed of steel. They are about six feet , 
square covered with red cloth, and fly with- ! 
out tails. 

“My first one, the leader, had a recording ’ 
thermometer attached that would mark au- 
tomatically on a disk with a lead pencil, I 
the different temperature passed through. I 
The first one we started with 800 ft. line, 
then we started kite number 2, with BOO ft. 
of line. 

“We then attached these two lines to 
gether, and let out more line, and then 
started the number 3 kite with 800 ft. of 
line, and attached it to the other line. The 
foui th one I did not send up as it was 
broken in shipping to Newtonvllle. 

"At this stage we begun to let out line as 
number 2 ami number 3 were sent up to 
support number l line in the air. From 
my main drum 1 let out two and one third 
miles of line, and at this time we were com- 
pletely exhausted from hard work ns it was 
impossible for two men to hold them We 
had to fasten the drum to the earth. 

"The balance of my line I did not let out 
which was two thirds of a mile left on 
drum, but at this distance the pull of the 
line registered on our scales 110 lbs. 'Hie 
temperature on ground when starting the 
first kite was 40 degrees above zero. Fa- 
hrenheit, ami at the end of three and one 
half hours, the temperature in the air had 
dropped to two degrees above zero at the 
highest temperature which is considered 
pretty cold at that height, and when 
brought to the ground the steel nud brass 
connections on the kite and thermometer 
were covered with frost. Our cable was 
the best Manilla braided and starched 
hemp, and tested at 800 lbs. The pull was 
so great that if two fellows took hold of 
the line it pulled them almost ofT their 
feet."

He writes in a light 
tvercoat, with a rug over his knees, for 
it is n very old winter — clouds half way 
over the blue sky, and you must shut 
your windows by r>. 

He has ,i list finished n slip of copy. He 
rings a bell, and there conies in a little, 
brown t'acid i vil in a fez, blue gown, 
bare brown legs and slippers. “May you 
see the office? Of course.” And out we 
go to the left hand wing of the palace. 
Here are about six bare rooms, all open 
to the others, the plaster peeling here 
and there from the high walls. Here 
stand the caves of curly Arab type— big- 
ger than ours, because the language lias 
more symbols. Here are the bare legged 
•umpositors at Work. In the next room 
the paper Is going to press on the old 
fashioned hod < f machine. As the white 
turbnned, brown legged, white bicycle 
skirted native turns at the wheel for his 
life the half printed sheets swing slow- 
ly over, one after another, a maze of 
twirls and dots and quiggles that you 
would say no man on earth could read. 

And not many can. The subeditors 
entt, of course— four grave faced young 
men in the inevitable fez and overcoat, 
solemnly translating from The Times. 
They salaam respectfully, and when the 
Englishman, who looks ns if lie had mon- 
ey, returns their salute, ns, being brother 
journalists, it surprises them much. 
"But,” snys tiie editor, "our circulation 
is ns large as any in the east, but not 
large enough to necessitate a rotary ma- 
chine. Yet we sell 5,0(X) copies daily. It 
is something in n place like this. It is 
difficult. Other native papers are subsi- 
dized by France or Turkey or others. 
We, because we are independent, must 
shift for ourselves. Still it grows and 
grows. Our paper is read in India nud 
Somaliland.”— London Mail.

The Inspitnl ship Morgan City arriv- 
ed at San Francisco the other dny 
with 500 elck and wounded soldiers 
from the Philippines. Gen. Sh after 
ordered them transferred to the Presi- 
dio Hospital, by the steamers Mc- 
Dowell nnd Vigilant, but made no pro- 
vision for shifting them from one ship 
to the oilier, or for caring for them 
during the Interval — so at least It Is 
Alleged. When the Moignn City ar- 
rived at Fremont street wharf, no am- 
bulances, stretchers, or mi tees met 
her, nnd the sick nnd wounded had to 
get nsliore ns best they could, men 
•hardly able to walk struggling to car- 
ry those who rotild not walk at all, 
r i hey were left on the wharf for hoars, 
with no one to care for them, nnd with 
hardly room to st etch themselves out. 

“The penp’e about the dock grew in- 
dignant. Murmuiirgs aiose, but rtlur- 
murings brought no relief to the pale 
and trembling men who had to help 
'theme elves or not be helped nt all. It 
was about 4 P. M. when the McDowell 
and Vigilant steamed up to the pier. 
It must have been G o’clock when the 
sick nnd wounded reached the Presidio 
Hospital. All day they had been buf- 
feted nbout in malting the transfer." 

The papers are severe upon “tho 
groat hammock campaigner, Gen. 
‘Shaffer,” win is held responsible, 
r ghtly or wrongly, for this criminal 
negle?t. Nat long agi, Gen. Shaffer 
In an intended dec’ared h’msolf op- 
posed t.a equal suffrage nnd sai l he did 
not believe Clara Barton or any other 
woman could have superintended the 
commissary or hospital department 
successfully, because she could not 
dUive a six-mule team. While he was 
thus li dding forth on the physical 
feeb’eness of women, he was seized 
with a violent attack of chills, and uad 
to be put to bed by his daughter, which, 
brought the Interview to an end. Prob. 
ably those 500 sick and wounded sol- 
diers from the Philllppinea would have 
been glad if Clara Barton had been In 
charge of the arrangements for receiv- 
ing tlitoin, instead of Gen. Shatter.

MIhh Anthony Upon Our Voters. 

Miss Susan B. Anthony recently gave 
a very able address before the Ailing 
class of youtg'i men, in the Central 
Presbyterian Church, Rochester, N. Y., 
when she said in part: 

“The oUl maxim that the fountain | 
can rise no higher than its head, is no 
fxuer in the law of physics than the , 
law of political ethics, that the govern- j 
meut can be no higher or purer than . 
the majority of its constitue its. | 
Hence, If our city, state or national ! 
government is not what we wish, the 
rente ly is not in securing new officials. | 
but new and larger numbers of real i 
constituents — in other words, make the 
source higher. 

“Is it not fair to assume that men 
alone have done their very best to 
purify and elevate the voting constit- 
uency? At any rate, 1 shall n :t charge 
them with not having tried to do so. 
Vet to-day, after a century and a quart, 
cr. the existence of new political part- 
ies constantly appearing to put down 
b Lbery. corruption and all sorts of 
dishonesty in our government is proof 
of tht futility of their efforts. 

“For example, to carry a certain 
point— the putting down of the Rebel- 
lion. slavery was abolished. To pre- 
petuate the iife of the Republican party 
and ensure tihe election of G?ne ai 
Grant, the black man was enfran- 
chised. So. to secure the moral bet- 
terment of the government, there must 
be added a voting constituency to 
bring up tho political scale 

“All men, native and foreign born, 
white nnd black, rich and p ior, edu- 
cated nnd ignorant, virtuous and vic- 
ious. outside the state prisons, idiot 
and lunatic asylumns. are alreidy 
voters. This new balance of power 
must come from the other half of the 
people. Where is the hope that wo- 
men’s voting will bring it? 

“A very small portion of the occu- 
pants of tho polic-* statins, poor- 
houses. iails nnd prisons are women. 
The vast majority ot’ tho members of 
churches, reform and literary associa- 
tl ns are women. According to sta- 
tistics, throe fourths of the memb rs 
of churches are women and five-six 1 hs 
cf our teachers are women. 

“On the contrary, the men who are 
now voters elect officials to office who 
run the government in the interests of 
the material portion of the community, 
tiie men encaged in mercantile and 
business pursuits, including those woo 
ore enpage.l in tiie liquor tra flic. 

“Thus legislators and statesmen are 
powerless to bring about reforms and 
enforce lawa, because t ;ey are not re- 
smnclhle to the women In the com- 
munity \*ho would vote for their en- 
forcement if they had the power to 
vote 

“If you put the ballot intn the hands 
of the half that haB In it thr e to o»e 
of the host people, you ut once change J 
tiie balance of law-abiding voters, cr | 
a h ast bring a balance of the scales. 
The three good women put Into the 
scales with one good man would cer- 
tainly he a help for education to bring 
over to the good aide eioigli to <lcct 
f -airless officials who would eut >rCQ 
the law ” 1

William Scollay Whltwell. 

Mr. Whltwell, the Nestor of American 
engineers, whose funernl took place Tues- 
day, In Boston, was an old time resident of 
West Newton. The prominent position 
this village took a half century ago in the 
great reforms was duo to tlie noblo men 
and their distinguished w ives who were its 
citizens. 

It was a seething epoch, when reforms in 
education, theology and antislavery were 
championed by Horace Mann, Theodoie 
Parker and William Lloyd Garrison. Mr. 
Mann, Cyrus Pierce, principal of the nor- 
mal school then here, William Parker, 
superintendent of the Boston & Worcester 
R. R , Chesboro, tlie distinguished engineer 
who constructed the aqueduct which con- 
veyed Coohltuate water % f rom the lake to 
the old reservoir at Brookline, and who 
afterwards raised Chicago 8 and 10 feet for 
drainage, Mr Whltwell, Who took tlie 
water from Brookline and distributed it 
through Boston, -these, with the exception 
of Chesboro, who was a native of Mary- 
land, were intensely interested m ouch and 
all tlie above reforms, and thus gave a name 
as Radical to our village not yet wholly 
lost. 

Mr. Mann had just emerged victoriously 
from his controversy with the 31 Boston 
school master?,— mobbing the abolitionists 
was then (1848), and continued to be, a pas- 
time with the proslavery of tlie country,— 
while Theodore Parker and his views were 
ostracised from even Unitarian churches. 
'Plie great Buffalo convention was held that 
veur (1848), when aud where the Free Soil 
Party was formed. 

Few are now living who were of an age 
sufficient to recall the intensity of life with 
those who took part in the above contro- 
versies. None of tlie last generation can 
imagine it. Mr. Wbitwell joined in tlie 
above movements, and with others formed 
tlie First Unitarian society of Newton at 
West Newton. 

An intensely active, beneficent life Mr. 
Whltwell lived from early boyhood to tlie 
great age of nearly in years. 

It need not be added that Mr. Wbitwell 
came of excellent family stock. Such char- 
acters come not by accident.

By his remarks, which in some respects 
were similar to those made by him at a 
previous hearing, it was shown that the 
overcrowded condition of the Williams 
building had tot ml the board to utilize a 
coat room, 7x24, and also to convert the 
basement into a recitation room. 

"We have so many pupils In each room,” 
Mr. Hardy said, "that one teacher cannot 
<lo her charges justice, such ns the elements 
of teaching require.” 

lie said further, iu review ing the history 
of the schools for the past ten years, that 
every effort lmd been made by the school 
board to use every particle of r< oni and 
give the pupils the best accommodations 
obtainable. 

There are, according to Mr. Hardy's 
statements, 310 pupils in the Williams 
building and 14fi in the Ash street building, 
both being badly overcrowded. 

It was absolutely necessary that more 
room he provided, ami that at the earliest 
possible date, as the number of pupils in- 
creased annually nt the rate of one room a 
year. "The present condition of things 
cannot continue,” said Mr. Hardy. 

Further, lie stated that in his opinion, de- 
spite the fact that there are various views 
on the question, he felt that the most 
economical thing for the city to do in any 
event was to provide for the accommoda- 
tion of pupils by an addition at the Wil- 
liams building and leave the erection of a 
new building on the notth side of the 
trucks to the future. 

Mr. A. C. Farley, president of the Au- 
burndale Improvement Society, urged the 
need of additional accommodations, and 
emphasized the need of a school hall. Ills 
description of his experience in attending 
the graduating exercises last .June showed 
the great disadvantages which visitors 
labor under upon occasions of this charac- 
ter. Further, Mr. Farley told how the 
teachers were forced to neglect some of 
their charges because of the vast number 
under their care. 

Jtev. F. N. Peloubet endorsed the re- 
marks of the previous speakers and said he 
thought Auburndale should be given this, 
that favors from the city government might 
be evenly balanced throughout the city. 
He urged the need of a school hall. 

Mr. Charles Brown, Mr. G. B. Fiske and 
•Superintendent of Schools Fitield were 
among the other speakers. Their remarks 
were along the line of the other speakers. 

Mr. IT L. Bridgman, owner of the land 
upon which it is contemplated to build the 
new addition, thought it wiser for the city 
to erect a new building on the north side of 
the track. 11 h pointed out the growth in 
that quarter of Ward 4 which had more 
than doubled that of the south side. His 
sentiments were eudorsed by two other 
speakers. 

At 8.55 the hearing was closed and the 
board voted to refer the matter to the pub- 
lic property committee.

George Boss and Hubert 
Morris. The first model of the Hag was 
made by Betsy lioss, at 23«) Arch street, 
Philadelphia. T his Hag was adopted by 
Congress, June Nth, 1877.

REPUBLICAN CAUCUSES. 


TIIE NEW CAUCU8 ACT HAS A MAJORITY 
—DELEGATES FOR MAYOR UNPLEDGED 
BUT BELIEVED TO FAVOR MAYOR WIL- 
SON— NOMINEES FOR WARD ALDERMEN. 


The Republican caucuses were held Wed- 
nesday night, and five out of the seven 
wards voted to accept the new caucus act. 
The total vote of the city was 254 yea and 
137 no. 

The majority of the delegates to the clt^ 
convention are said to be in favor of a 
second term for Mayor Wilson, but none of 
them are pledged. 

The attendance was fairly large and 
there were no very exciting contests. 

Ward One had a light as usual, and there 
was a contest between Jesse C, Ivy, pres- 
ent alderman at large, who was a candidate 
for ward alderman, and Charles E. Riley. 
Mr. Ivy won by the close vote oi 2 !i to 30, 
and Mr. Riley is the choice of the ward for 
alderman at large. There was a strong 
vote for the new caucus act, which was 
very complimentary to Mr. Langford, who 
is a resident of the ward, and as represen- 
tative lmd a good deal to do with the draw- 
ing up of the act. The delegates are said 
to favor Mayor Wilson, 

I 11 Ward Two there was a majority 
against the new cuucus act, curiously 
enough, although the attendance was not 
a lurge one. The candidate for ward aider- 
man is Walter II. Bulsifer, and Alderman 
Stickney is favored for alderman at large. 

In Ward Three the attendance was un- 
usually large, and there were 54 votes 
against the cuucus act to 20 iu favor. The 
delegates are said to favor Mayor Wilson, 
and the nominee for ward alderman is 
Thomas B. Fitzpatrick, and George Hutch- 
inson is favored for ulderman for two 
years. Capt. S. E. Howard and Robert 
Gorham are said to be favored for school 
committeemen. 

In Ward Four Mayor Wilson was en- 
dorsed and Quincy Bond favored for alder- 
man for two years, und Charles A. Brown 
was nominated for ward alderman. Messrs. 
F. M. Crehore and E. E. Hardy, present 
members of the school board, were renomi- 
nated without opposition. 

In Ward Five there was a light attend- 
ance and perfect harmou}, und Mayor Wil- 
son was strongly favored. Alderman dies- 
ley i* endorsed as alderman at large and 
Churles II. \\ aid well is nominated lor 
ward alderman. 

in Ward Six Henry Rally was favored 
for another term us alderman, and Alfred 
s. Norris was renominated for ward alder- 
man. 

Ward Seven lmd about fifty voters pres- 
ent and Alderman Dana is favored for an- 
other term as alderman at large and Alder 
man Weed was renominated a.> ulderman 
for one year. There was a ticket agQiu*i 
the renoininution of Frank il. Howes as 
member of the school board, but it only re- 
ceived three votes, and the others were for 
his renoininution.

TIIE REPUBLICAN CAUCUSES. 

The caucuses held on Wednesday night 
declared in favor of the new caucus uct 
"by a decisive vote, five out of the seven 
wnrds giving good majorities in favor, 
which is very gratifying to the lovers of 
good government. The act provides for 
fair and honest oaususesaud will prevent 
any snap actions or other tricks by which 
Ihe will of the voters is often thwarted. 

In regard to the mayoralty question, the 
■delegates seem to favor the re-election of 
Way or Wilson for the usual second terra, 
although as a general thing uo pledges were 
exacted. 

The most notable caucus was the one 
field in West Newton, which was one of 
the largest ever held in that ward, and evi- 
dently some hard work had been done in 
inducing leading men to allow their names 
to he used as candidates for the board of 
Aldermen. The ward delegation next year 
promises to be au exceptional one for 
ability ai*l standing in the community and 
in the business world. Cuptain Weeks has 
another year to serve, and so the caucus 
had a high standard to start with, and they 
selected Mr. George Hutchinson, the head 
uf the great boot aud shoe jobbing firm, the 
•Clark Hutchinson Co., for the two year 
term. He has lived on Chestnut street for 
the past seven or eight jears aud lias 
always taken great interest in local affairs, 
for the ward alderman an equally strong 
nomination was made, in Mr. Thomas B. 
Fitzpatrick, of Brown, Durrell & Co., who 
is so well known for his interest in all that 
is best in public affairs, and whose name 
alone is sufficient endorsement of any 
movement. Ward Three may well feel 
proud that snch men can be persuaded to 
serve her in the city government, and they 
will probably have a pretty unauimous 
vote.. 

In legard to the school committee, Mr 
Xawrtnce Bond, who has served on the 
.school board for several terms, absolutely 
refused to serve again, aud hence it was ! 
decided, it is said, to nominate men who ' 
were in no way connected with the recent 
troubles in the school board, one way or 1 
the other, and Capt. S. E. Howard and Mr. 
"Robert S. Gorlmm were selected. Capt 
Howard has represented the city in several I 
•capacities with credit. Mr. Gorham is a 1 
3*oung man, a graduate of Harvard and a 
suec-.-sful lawyer of Boston, being a mem- 
ber "i the linn of Ropes, Gray & Luring. 
He is said to be much interested in educa- 
tional problems, is president of the Neigh- 
borhood club, and a very popular man. j

Prof. Atwater of Wesleyan Universi- 
ty addressed the New England Association 
of School Superintendents in Boston. la«t 
Saturday, on his experiments with alcohol 
ns food, and his paper has aroused a good 
deal of interest ns well as raised a nice 
question in morals. He gave as a result of 
his investigations that alcohol In limited 
quantity is as much a food ns starch or 
sugar. The so-called scientific text books 
in our schools teach that alcohol is a poison 
which the system rejects or cannot con- j 
stune without harm. Prof. Atwater said 
that lie was opposed to the view that it 
w as justifiable to deceive in a good cause 
Children will in the end find out the truth 
and the result will be more barm than 
good. Here is where the question of i 
morals comes in, and the extreme temper. ! 
mice people are finding all sorts of fault , 
with Prof. Atwater. The evils of intem- 
perance are so ?reat that many hold that ; 
even if tln> truth is twisted somewhat, the 
result will be good in w arning the growing 
generation away from anything that con- 
tains alcohol, and so they are asking for 
more stringent teaching in the schools as j 
to the poisonous nature of alcohol. Like 
Portia they plead that to do a great good j 
one ^should not be afraid to do a little' 
lmrni. Others hold that the effect will be 
worse upon the children, if they learn that 
the statements in their text books are not [ 
to be depended on, and that they will lose 
confidence in all statements made in these 
books, on this question. Possibly some 
compromise might be made and the text 
books altered so that the children might be 
taught that owing to the failure of our 
government to provide any reliable inspec- 
tion, nearly all liquors sold in this country 
are so adulterated with poisons of various 
kinds that the use of them will be followed 
by the dire results set forth in the text 
books and charts.

In a 1 the remaining i 
State* ll Is literally Hue that a mar- 
rial metl er. so long re she lives with 
her husband, has no m re legal right 
tc her child than a cow lias to Ita calf. 

The hu hand hns the so’e control and 
disposal of the children. He may . ep- 
ornte them f.om their mother entirely, 
may place them in* the charge of tho 
person most unfit to bring them up, 
ai d may even send them where tho 
mother will never see them again. 
This power has been exerclsrd. For 
instance, a few ycarp aco a Chinaman 
married a respectab’e Iiishwomnn. 
When their first Imliy w r ns th ee days 
eld. the husband gnve it to his hrothrr, 
to ho taken away to China and brought 
up the e The mother, through the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
itn Children, appealed t** the courts. 
The judge promptly decided that the 
husband wn.= within his lights. He 
was the sole legal ow’ner of the baby; 
lie had the sole right to say wha'J 
should he done with it. The same 
thing might happen to-day in most ot 
the States of the Union. 

A Massachusetts fanner had a child 
that, was rot quite full-witted. He dis- 
liked the child, and wanted to be ai d 
it out at ihe po^rhouse. The mother 
naturally wished to Ureo it. who e it 
would he better cared for; but the law 
gave her no voice in the matter. She 
had to leave her husband, and to ap- 
plv for a legal separation from him, 
w’l ich she did no want, in o; d r to i eep 
her child from being sent lo the poor- 
h use. By Massachusetts law, when 
the parents are legnilv cepa’nted tho 
court decides which of them shall havo 
the children, and makes the welfare of 
the children the criterion. Tha’ t* 
fair. But unless a woman Is willing 
to resort to the extreme mra. ure of 
leaving her husband and applying for 
n 'egal separatl n, thus hrenk ng up 
h r home altogether, she has no rem- 
e ’y. The “Massachusetts Association 
Opposed to the Extension of Suffrage 
to Women" lin^ publ's’ e l ove>' 'Js ini. 
pilnt a leaflet defending this law.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

“The Idol of The Blind” bv T. Gallon, 
author of Tatterley and is one of the strong 
est novels that have appeared in Ap- 
pleton’s Town and Country library. 
The scene is in England, and the charac- 
ters are out of the common run, The title 
refers to a blind but imperious old lady, 
who is not deterred by her blindness from 
living her life in her own way, and by 
means of her great wealth she is uble to 
have most things just us she pleases. Shu 
is a remarkable character and has many 
redeeming qualities in spite of her world- 
liuess and her imperious nature. She has 
two nephews, the father of one being the 
direct opposite of his sister. His son site 
tries ami after lie proves a failure she 
adopts the other nephew, the son of a 
sister, who is one of the most attractive 
characters in modern liotiou, and tiie story 
tells how his goodness ami simplicity of 
character are imposed upon by bis uncle 
and cousin, who borrow all the money 
tliut is given him by his aunt, and involve 
him in great trouble. It is u very absorb- 
ing story ami the events follow smoothly 
und naturally to the climax. It is not a 
romance but reads like a section of rcul 
lire. 

“The Heiress of the Season,” by Sir 
William Maguay, an English baronet, is a 
light ami entertaining story of fushionuble 
Loudon life, rather sat irical, and far from 
flattering, and the author shows that the 
suored realm of Lite peerage Is as devoted 
to Mammon worship us are other less ex- 
ulted circles. It is a relief to llnd u story 
where the heiress is not an American and 
evidently there are some of these fortunate 
beings tliut ure English born and bred. 
'The heiress and her family have all sorts 
of experiences in their advent into London 
society and having their fair share of cul- 
ture uud common sense ure often led to ask 
the question ir it is all worth while. How 
they liually answer it the reader w ill bo 
interested hi finding out for himself. 

In the course of u very interesting review 
of Miss Lily Douguii’s remarkable novel,

At their meeting last Monday evening 
the appropriation budget was finally dis- 
posed of by the aldermen. The figures 
after all changes are $1,092,518 02. The 
sum was voted. 

The meeting was called together at 8 
o’clock, President Knowltou In the chair. 
Members present were Aldeituen Hally, 
Dana, Fisher, Ivy, Knowltou, I.otluop, 
Lyman, Morton, N igie, Norris, Pond, 
JStickney, Warren, Weed, Weeks. Weldon^ 
White and Whiulesey. 

A communication was received from His 
Honor, the Mayor, stating that the appro- 
priation ord. r number 24456 had received 
his approval, with the exception of the 
following items: 

The item of $7,400 street railway tax is 
an estimated amount to be received under 
the provisions of Chapter 578 of the Acts 
of isps, un act relative to street railways 
.section to provides that "All amounts paid 
to cities and towns under the provisions of 
section live, nine and twenty-eight of this 
act shall be applied towards the construc- 
tion, repair and maintenance of the public 
ways, and removal of snow therefrom, 
w ithin such cities and towns.” 

The amount is based on the receipts for 
Isas, but it may be less or possibly and prob- 
ably will be more than $7, loo in lsnu. 
.since the law provides for the application 
of all sums so received, it is manifestly im- 
proper to name a stated sum, or to provide 
In i ii'del* of the board for its expenditure. 

Whatever the amount the city treasurer, 
by ordinance, is to receive the same and to 
“forthwith credit the amount of such 
money to the appropriation for street de- 
partment, street railway account." 

it seems to tne that the same treatment 
should be given to this sum as to the dog 
tax, which goes to the general appropria- 
tion for schools, and when received by the 
city treasurer, is by ordinance credited to 
such appropriation. 1 suggest that the 
words ".street railway tax to be added" be 
placed lu the appropriation order after the 
words "general repairs,” in the highway 
division of the street department. 

2nd. The item for sidewalks and street 
crossings, which I suggest be made ut 
$15,000. More work under this head has 
been accomplished during this year than in 
previous years, and Siooo of the appropria- 
tion has been transfer ted to the appropria- 
tion tor drains and culverts. The amount 
of $15,000 in my opinion, will meet the rea- 
sonable demands of all petiti ms, w ithout 
causing any public injury or inconvenience. 

3rd. The item of $7( 0 rebate on water 
bills, in tile w ater department. I regret 
that this matter was not more fully con- 
sidered in my previous recommendation to 
the board. 

This item represents an accumulation of 
deposits made on estimated cost to appli- 
cants for putting in w ater services, use of 
water for buildings, in course of erection, 
etc. When the work for which the deposit 
is giwn, is completed, the account is made 
up, ami any surplus is repaid to the appli- 
cant or shortage collected. It is not pro 
parly a water construction account nor 
does it have any relutiou to the lax levy, 
li is a measure of protection to the depart- 
ment in the usual and necessary perform 
ance of its duties. As these receipts are 

{ mid to the city treasurer, au order of the 
ioard of aldermen authorizing him to re 
fund all excess over estimated cost, on car 
tificateof the water commissioner, would 
cover the matter. 

Similar method of procedure exists in 
the sewer department, for house connec- 
tions, and very properly no provision for 
tlie same appeals in the budget. 

Striking out these items and adopting the 
recommendation for sidewalks and street 
crossings at $15,000, the budget will be re- 
duced bv $13,100, making the total $l,U87,- 
518 02. 

Alderman White -Will you take these 
items up separately? 

Alderman Knowlton— That is what 1 in- 
leyd to do. 

\ lei man 1 >aua -I have some doubt 
whether the mayor, as a matter of law. hus 
anj right to veto an appropriation order 
or any item of it. If these corrections 
ought to be made 1 am in favor of making 
tin. m. but it seems to me that the message 
of Ills Honor, tlie Mayor, ought to be re- 
lerr* i to the committee on ordinances, to 
rep"i t to the board. 1 do uot wish to enter 
into toe law part of it now, but if it ought 
to li>- corrected us the major suggests, 1 am 
in la . or oi doing so. 

AMerman Nagle— There is one matter in 
connection with sidewalks which 1 think 
we ought to consider very car efully, that 
is. w hetliei we will be uble to get as good a 
price another yeur lor concrete work as we 
got this year. 

A.i.eimau White— As regards the appro- 
priation for sidewalks ami street crossings, 
as a member of thelngnway committee, 1 
w ouM like to say a word. It may be col- 
lect that more work bus been doiib this 
year then in previous years, but certainly 
tin in has not as much sidewulk work come 
befoie the highway committee tlu-^ year, ns 
there v. as in previous years.

From Dartmouth, Dr. Furber went to 
Andover, there to attend for three years 
the theological seminary. Among his 
classmates at Andover were the Rev, Alvuh 
Hovey, former president of the Newton 
Baptist Theological Institution, and Prof. 
John N. Putnam, and tho Rev. Prs. George 
H. Atkinson, \v. II. Lord and Leonard 
Swain. 

On completing his courso at, Andover he 
received and accepted a call from the First 
Congregational, church <>f Newton Centre. 
He was ordained its pastor Deo. 1, 1847, 
and on the following Sunday preached his 
first sermon. At that time there were only 
three Congregational churches in Newton, 
and the people from Newton Highlands 
and Newtonville were obliged to attend the 
church at Newton Centre. 

The society was nevertheless small, but 
under the guidance of Dr. Furber it soon 
grew to he the largest in the town. 

His marriage with Mrs. Maria Peabody 
of Hanover, N. II., whom lie had met while 
a student at Dartmouth, took place in 1850. 
She was a lady having many excellent 
qualities and proved herself a lit help-mate 
to her husband. 

In 1855 Dr. Furber, in company with 
Prof. Park of Andover, visited several 
European countries and again went abroad 
in 18459 and 1875. On his last trip he visited 
the Holy Land with Prof. Park and Prof. 
IIuckeLt. 

In 1881 Dr. Furber had the honor to be 
called on to preach the election sermon be- 
fore Gov. Long and the Massachusetts 
Legislature, now an obsolete custom. 

In 18450 congregational singing was first 
introduced at his church, tin* congregation 
before that time- sitting still, while the 
choir sang. 

On the Sunday following the assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln, Dr. Furber 
preached a memorable sermon on the great 
calamity, to which the large congregation 
present responded with audible sobs. 

In December, 1872, the 25lh anniversary 
of his ordination was observed. 

The first Sunday in the year 1879 was an 
interesting one to Dr. Furber, as on that 
day a debt that had been carried by the 
church for nine years, was raised. This 
debt was incurred by the enlargement of 
the meeting house in 18459. 

A severe blow to Dr. Furber was the 
death of his wife in 18852. Her popularity 
was indicated by the fact that tier funeral 
was attended by nearly everybody in New- 
ton Centre. 

In the latter part of that year. Dr. Fur- 
ber resigned his position as pastor. He 
was succeeded by the Rev. T. J. Holmes, 
who remained 14) years, and in turn was 
succeeded by the Rev. Edward M. Noyes, 
the present pastor.

In October, 1895, his neighbors and other 
friends met at his home and celebrated the 
75t!i anniversary of his birth. 

In December, 1897, Dr. Furber observed 
the golden anniversary of his installation, 
and on Sunday, Dec. 5, preached an inter- 
esting semi-centennial sermon. 

On the previous Sunday, the venerable 
clergyman pleached, by request, the same 
sermon which he delivered on the occasion 
of his installation 50 jears belore. 

He was one of tiie best known clergymen 
in New England, and his loss will be keen- 
ly felt throughout Newton. 

FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeral was held Wednesday after- 
noon at the First church, Newton Centre. 

As a mark of respect the schools of the 
village in which he had made his home for 
half a century, were closed, and there was 
a general suspension of business among the 
storekeepers, and Hags were at half-staff'.

Rev. Calvin C. Cutler, pastor emeritus of 
tho Auburndale Congregational church, 
read several passages from the Scripture, 
after which there was singing by the 
church choir. 

Addresses eulogistic of Dr. Furber’s life 
were made by Rev. Henry J Putrick of 
Newtonville, and Rev. Dr. Alvah Hovey, 
former president of the Newton Baptist 
Theological Seminary. 

A letter which had been received from 
Rev. Mr. Holmes, Dr. Furber’s successor, 
as active pastor, who is at present in Balti- 
more, was read and expressed deep regret 
and sympathy. 

During the services those favorite hymns 
of Dr. Furber were sung, “l Love Tny 
Kingdom, Lord," “In tho Cross of Christ 
1 Glory,” and "There is a Land of Pure De- , 
light." 

Tho pull bearers were Judge Robert ] 
Bishop, Mr. John Ward, deacon of the 
First Congregational church; Mr. P. il.

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MAYOR WILSON’S RE-ELECTION 
CERTAIN. 

There is evidently to be no effective op- 
position to Mayor Wilson’s re-election. 
The custom of giving the Mayor a second 
term in Newton has never been set aside 
when an effloial desired it, and the majori- 
ty think that it would not be fair to make 
any exception at this time. The second 
term theory has substantial arguments in 
its favor, as a Mayor can not carry out any 
fixed line of polioy in one year. For this 
reason many thought when the new charter 
was mane that the term of the mayor 
should be extended to two years, and thus 
save the trouble of a re-election, as every 
mayor is given the two years anyway.

Every Mayor who comes new to the 
duties of the office makes mistakes, and 
Mayor Wilson of course has not escaped, 
but no one denies that he has striven to 
conduct city affairs economically aud effi- 
ciently, that he has endeavored to cut off 
unnecessary expenditures aud to make 
everj dollar appropriated go as far as possi- 
ble. lie has done one thing also that ought 
to entitle him to the approval of every 1 
citizen and that is, he lias forced every de- 
partment to keep within its appropriation, 
and there will be none of the usuul deficits 
at the end of the year, and the effect of 
this will be gratefully felt when next year’s 
tax rate is made out. 

A policy of economy is not calculated to 
■nuke a man popular, as every one whose 
portion is cut down becomes a kicker uml 
makes more nolte than all the thousands 
who approves such a polioy. .Some at least 
of the opposition to Major Wilson comes 
from this source, aud though it may make 
a good ileal of mdse, such opposition never 
make- much of a ihowing when the votes 
are counted. 

What Newton needs, after all the extra ex- j

We cannot believe for n moment the 
selectmen of Brookline are going to 
consent to have a dumping station in the 
heart of that town and compel people to 
change from one car to another In all kinds 
of weather.

VICTORY FOR CLEAN POLITICS. 

The storm of indignation roused by the 
action of the Ward One caucus had its 
effect in the Republican convention, and 
the result is that Alderman Fisher was 
nominated for the two year term, und 
Alderman* Ivy withdraws as a candidate 
for the one year term. Delegates from ul 1 
over the citj took the matter up, there were 
any number of interviews with the parties 
concerned, and the truth was sifted from 
the many rumors. It should be said that 
no blame can be attached in the whole 
utTair to Mr. Charles E. Riley, who has 
acted throughout in a perfectly straight- 
forward manner. 

But there are other years, ami Mr. Riley 
would have a unanimous election ut any 
other time. The debate in the convention 
was very bitter and some very plain truths 
were spoken, and the result is that some 
Ward One politicians have received a de- 
cided rebuke. 

The convention was a remarkably har- 
monious one, uside from this incident, and 
all the other nominations were made by ac- 
clamation. Evidently there are to be no 
contests this year, and the Newton people 
are a remarkably happy family politically. 


The nomination of ex-Alderman .John 
E. Briston for the ward alderman from 
Ward Oue is heartily indorsed by a large 
majority of the voters of the ward, a> lie is 
a straightforward, business-like man, who 
made an excellent record when in the 
board before. lie does not take up the 
time of the board with useless talk about 
finical poiuts, but he attends the board aud 
committee meetings, performs the duties of 
the office faithfully, and is open and above- 
board. Mr. Briston is one of the most 
popular men in the ward, and lie has sev" 
era! times proved his ability to carry it 
against auj* kind of opposition. In fact 
there was very small doubt of his election 
hud Mr. Ivy remained in the held, and pos- 
sibly tliut may have had something to do 
with Mr. Ivy’s withdrawal. The lield is 
thus left clear to Mr. Briston, who is such 
an unexceptionable candidate in every 
way, that the wise thing for the Republi- 
can committee to do, is to put his name in 
place of Mr. Ivy’s, and so make the elec- 
tion unanimous all round. 


Whether laws are made to be obeyed 
or to be evaded, it a question that is being 
raised with regard to Col. Dick of Ohio, 
who sent out the famous circulars to the 
postmasters all over the country asking for 
c attributions for the Ohio campaign fund. 
The law in regard to the matter is very 
plain. It provides that no representative 
in Congress shall directly or indirectly so- 
licit or receive, or he i ii any manner con- 
cerned in sucli soliciting or receiving of 
contributions for any political purpose 
whatever from any employe of the 
United States. The penalty is a line 
of $5000, or imprisonment for u 
term of three years or both. Civil ser- 
vice reformers all over the country are 
watching for some action on this gross vio- 
lation of law, and they will hardly be satis- 
fied with any plea that “we liuve outgrown 
all that.” If the law can be violated by 
one man with impunity, why can it not be 
by another, and if one luw cun be, why not 
all laws? 


Those who fear that Admiral Dewey 
may somehow get the Republican nomina- 
tion for the Presidency, made themselves 
ridiculous by their too previous criticism of 
his deeding his house to his wife.

Death of Alderman Niles. 

Alderman John M. Niles died Wednes- 
day morning at 3.30, at his residence on Ar- 
lington street. Mr. Niles had been ill 
about ten days. A week ago Tuesday he 
underwent uu operation for appendicitis 
from which it was expected lie would re- 
cover. Until Tuesday the physicians had 
strong hopes, and ut last Monday evening’s 
meeting of the board of aldermen it was 
antiouticed that lie was convalescent. 

So confident were the members of the 
board of aldermen that their fellow mem- 
ber would recover, that at the meeting last 
Monday evening, they instructed City Clerk 
Kingsbury to write a letter to Alderman 
Nil**s. Accompanying the letter were a 
number of flowers, the personal gifts of 
the board members. The letter written by 
Col. Kingsbury is as follows: 

November 21, 1809. 

My Dear Mr. Niles:— 

Lust evening at the regular meeting, 
Alderman Dana gave to the Hoard of aider- 
men the cheering Intelligence of your im- 
proved condition and the prospect of com- 
plete recovery. 

On his motion, aud bj’ unanimous vote, 1 
am privileged to convey to you the con- 
gratulations of the board, with sincere 
wishes of the members that you may, at an 
early day, be able to resume your active 
and ollieial duties.

Tuesdaj his condition became worse and 
late Tuesday evening the doctors despaired 
of his recovery. 

John M. Niles was born in MontviUe, 
Conn., about 4ii years ago. When a young 
man he entered the employ of the BruinerU 
A Armstrong Silk Manufacturing Company 
of New London. Conn., with which lie was 
connected for 27 years. lie was first em- 
ployedas a travelling salesman and after- 
wards promoted to the position of manager 
of the Boston office, which lie held for 17 
years and occupied at the time of his death. 

In 18SH» Mr. Niles was elected a member 
of the common council from Ward 7, and 
served for one year. The following year 
he was made a member of the board of al- 
dermen, representing his ward. In Decem- 
ber 1898, lie was elected a member of the 
board for two years, and at the time of his 
death had uu additional year to serve. 

Mr. Niles was looked upon as one of the 
most valued members of the city govern- 
ment. lie was a member of the finanoe 
committee and always expressed u deep in- 
terest in the city’s affairs. As u member of 
the Eliot Congregational church lie was 
highly respected, and lield iu great esteem, 
lie was an earnest supporter of the Nor- 
ton brunch of the Y. M. C. A. 

Mr. Niles was a member of the Huuue- 
well Club and well known socially. The 
Hags were placed ut half-stall' on all the 
public buildings throughout the city.

L1CAN CONVENTION OVER NOMINATION 
FOR ALDERMAN- AT-L A ROE FROM WARD 
ONE. 


At the municipal convention of Newton 
Republicans, Thursday evening, in the hall 
of Associates block, Newtonville, Mayor 
Edward B. Wilson was nominated for a 
second term by acclaniation. The result 
was not unexpected. 

The convention was called to order by 
Coli D. W. Farquliar, chairman of the 
ward and city committee. Mr. George M, 
Fiske was chosen chairman and C. E. Hat- 
field secretary. 

Mayor Wilson was nominated by George

was presented us tlie choice of the ward 1 
delegation for alderman for two years.

(). M. Fisher of ward 1, and with success 
for the latter. The debate was bitter and 
nearly half of tlie delegates took part in it. 

Alderman Fisher was elected last year to 
serve as ward alderman for one year, lie, 
it is understood, expected to receive the in- 
dorseuieiit of the ward 1 voters at their 
caucus ot last week for the two-year term. 
This, however, was not the action ot the 
caucus, and in place of Mr. Fisher the 
name ol Mr. Charles E. Riley was presen- 
ted, amt tlie w ard 1 delegates were iiisii He- 
len to present his name for nomination at 
last evening’s convention. 

Ward 1 voters at their caucus of last 
week nominated Alderman Jesse Ivy as 
warn alderman for one year. It was com- 
monly reported prior to the caucus that Mr.

For more than two thousand years Baby- 
lon has been in ruins, so barren and deso- 
late that the shepherds pass by, and no 
wandering Arab will pitch his tent there. 

The plains of Turkish Arabia or Mesopo- 
tamia, along the shores of tlie Tigris and 
Euphrates, are the scenes of the earliest 
recorded history of the world. The once 
fruitful plain is now a desert. The beds 
of canals which made this country tlie rich- 
est in the world may yet be traced. 
Mounds uncounted, mark the remains of 
ancient cities, even the names of which 
have been forgotten. 

Bagdad may be reached in three ways 
from Constantinople; the first is by horse- 
back from Alexandretta, and down the 
Euphrates river on a raft. The second 
route is across tlie desert by camel. 'The 

third is

through the heart of the Arabian desert. 
Here one may see Arabic life iu its simpli- 
city. If you would know how Abraham 
looked and lived, you will here see some 
Arab sheik living the same life over again. 
Life in Arabia is tlie same as it was SIX H) 
years ago; the same character, dress, 
houses and language. The influence from 
the outside world has been slight. 

Prof. Banks compared the work of the 
Arab and the European excavators, show- 
ing the more systematic method of the 
latter. 

The striking feature of the Arabian 
desert are the high artificial mounds tower- 
ing sometimes hundreds of feet above tlie 
plain. A century ago one of them was 
found to be the ruins of Babylon. In 1820, 
two mounds -m tlie Tigris were identified 
as the ruins of Nineveh. Every one of the 
mounds on the Arabian desert represents 
some ancient palace, temple or city. 

In 1842, Mr. Bolta was stationed by the 
French government at Mosul, to excavate 
in tlie ruins of Nineveh, lie succeeded iu 
excavating the magnificent palace of Sur- 
gou. Kin* of Assyiia, who ruled from 722 
to 705, B. C. In 1848. Sir Ilenry Layard 
excavated Nineveh, and iu one of tlie 
rooms of the palace of Assurbanlpal, the 
last Assyrian lung, was found the great 
national library r.I over one hundred thous 
and volumes, which may now be seen in 
the British Museum, Here were books on 
every subject, history, botany, astronomy, 
mathematics, mythology and religion, rec- 
ords of ull kinds of law cases, wills, di- 
vorces, sales of slaves, houses and land. 
There was the Babylonian account of the 
Hood, and also two Assyrian accounts of 
the creation of the world, and are some- 
what similar to the Biblical uccouut, 

A short distance from the ruins of Baby- 
lon are tin* remains of the ancient tower of 
Babel reaching 235 feet above the plain. It 
seems to have had seven stories, each small- 
er than the one beneath it. and the summit 
seems never to have been completed. Two 
thousand five hundred years ago, Nebuchad- 
nezzar restored it and we read an inscrip- 
tion from his palace to this effect. The 
Assyrian inscription ' <•• • only explain and 
throw liahl upon the Hg - m toi\. but n - 
quently give new kn »wit? .g • ■>: - one Bibli- 
cal character not found in tlie Bible. 

There was excavated at Nineveh the his- 
tory of the Assyriau King Shalmaneser, 
and includes tlie record of his w ,i wiili 
Jehu, King of Israel, lt also give- ;h**;u - 
count ot the capture of Samaria in the yeur 
722, B. C., by tlie Assyrian king. 

A few years ago, one of the great reli- 
gions controversies was if Moses could 
write or not. In 1887, about 200 beautiful 
tablets were found among the ruins in 
upper Eg) pi. Must of them were written 
at cities in Palestine lboo years B C , at tlie 
very time when Mose- lived. In that re- 
mote age, Assyrian .nt, culture and lan- 
guage had sgn ad .• r Palestine to Egypt. 
Assyrian was the iiplomatiu language of 
the ancient world.

Militarism. 


(From tlie Boston Saturday Gazette.) 

Tlie imperialist newspapers make a mis- 
take when they believe or pretend to be- 
lieve tiiat those who arc opposed to tlie 
system of militarism are opposed to tlie 
soldiers who so bravely light their coun- 
try’s buttles. To attack a bad law is not to 
attack those whose duty it Is to see that 
the law is obeyed, ami to argue that the 
bad law should be repealed is far removed 
from arguing that those who carry out the 
law should be degraded. In the present 
day nothing can be said iti favor of mili- 
tarism, except that the world is not as yet 
sufficiently civilized and sullicieiitly moral 
to do without it. Like tlie rudimentary 
tail in tlie unborn being it is a survival from 
tlie barbarous past, ami no amount of glow- 
ing rhetoric can make ot it a thing to be ad- 
mired on its oivn uccount. History is in 
diguantly eloquent over the evils that have 
resulted from militarism in former days, 
and France and Germany are examples of 
the evils produced by militarism in tlie 
present day. French soldiers are brave, 
German soldiers ure brave, and both ure 
patriotic, but at the same time militarism 
broods like a destroying epidemic over both 
thu countries referred to. 

Tlie tendency of tlie ago is opposed to 
militarism, ami every step in the direction 
of progress is a btep lurther away from 
militarism. To glorify the tiling is un- 
doubtedly to win vulgar, uncritical appro- 
val, lmt not the assent of tlie educated, 
thinking niuu or woman. Those who be- 
lieve in militarism are justified in defend- 
ing it, but they are not justified in misrepre- 
senting their opponents by dealing out 
statements Unit they know to be false.

It is not tlie duty that any tender hearted 
person ever can like.

Edward Page 

whose funeral services Friday, Nov. 10th, 
were held at Grace church, was born in 
Boston, Nov. 4, 1835, and died at Newton, 
Nov. 8 , 189P. 

Mr. Page came with his parents to New- 
ton, now Newtonville, at 7 years of are, 
1842. This was several years previous to 
that section of the town attaining the 
dignity of a village. “Hull’s Crossing,” 
where Walnut street crosses the railroad, 
remained a (lag station until 1848 or 0. 

When tho writer entered the model de 
p irtment of the State Normal school as its 
principal, April 12, 1848, he was met by 18 
pupils, boys aud girls, ranging in age from 
8 to 1(5 years. Among these was Edward 
Page, a handsome lud twelve aud a hall 
years old, who, with his brother George, 
walked from their home on Watertown 
street, corner of Crafts, to and from school 
during the four or five years of his attend- 
ance. Edward's frank, cheery countenance 
was then as it continued to the last, a 
n c mimendation and a welcome introduc- 
tion to all with whom he came in contact. 

It has never been the writer’s experience 
to have a more truth fill lad among the 
thousands of his pupils, or one who more 
despised deception or meanness in any 
form than Edward. At once it. was seen 
that whoever transgressed in the above, 
Edward was not Involved. As with the 
boy, so with his maturity, “The child was 
father to the man.” Edward came of noble 
parentage. Those few now among us, w ho 
remember the elder Edward Page and his 
wife, will testify to the “Royal Twain” 
whose high character and influence were 
for the good and true. They formed the 
nucleus and united iu founding Newton’s 
first Unitarian society at West Newton. 
Thus Edward came into a rich inheritance 
and of the quality winch endures, high 
character. 

lie continued under the same instructor 
during the remainder of his school going 
years, developing uncommon ability in 
mathematics. This was recognized at 
once, which, with his excellent character, 
caused rapid promotion when he entered 
upon a mercantile career. He was a mem- 
ber of his teacher’s Sunday school class. 
His enquiring mind and love of the absolute 
truth, caused him to question certain his- 
toiical legends in the old testament, “Jonah 
and the W hale.” ‘‘The Herculean doings 
of Sampson” and others, which the “New 
Theology” renders more amenable to rea- 
son. Few of those who have merely seen 
ibis almost totally blind man as he was led 
about the streets of Newton, could fail to 
recognize the gentleman, while those who 
spoke with him und listened to his pleas- 
ant, kindly, yet slightly plaintive tones of 
voice, needed no further evidence of his 
manly, Christian character. I deem myself 
fortunate iu counting Edward Page among 
my honored friends during the past half 
century. His life was a continued influence 
for good iu this community, among all 
with whom lie came in contact. He is re- 
moved from earthly vision, but ft is spirit re- 
mains to cheer, comfort und bless his 
friends, and above all his loved and loving 
children.
